He, however, had a few remarks to make | 
upon the nature and character of the testimony, which | 
had been introduced in behalf of the prosecution. If 
Sherwin was ‘tobe believed, the defendants were: 
hunted and beset by a half a dozen or more of idle, 
gossipping men, whose testimony was to be received 
with much caution, as little or no reliance could be 
placed upon the testimony of men, who were the 
triends of Smith, employed by him to effect a certain 
purpose, and must see just enough to effect that pur- 
pose. In fine, he remarked to the jury, that the whole 
maneuvre strongly reminded him of a story, which he 
had long since read, and believed its moral would be 
of great benefit to the witnesses in this case. He 
would, therefore, with leave of the court, tell it. 
Rhadamanthus was represented as a judge, who sat 
in judgement the other side the Styx. Great crowds 
were constantly crossing from this world to tell the 
story of their own good or bad deeds here, and there to 
receive such sentence as Rhadamanthus might pro- 
nounce upon them. The first who presented himself 
was a man past the meridian of life, who was asked 
by the judge what he had been about in the other 
world. He replied that be had attended to his own 
affairs, done the best he could to correct his faults and 
iu his humble capacity to live respectably. He was 
ardered to receive the rewards due to a meritcrious 
good man. Then an old woman of eighty pressed tor- 
ward, almost breathless from her eagerness to proclaim 
her good deeds. Well, old lady, said the judge, what 
have you been doing during your long life? Oh, la! 
sir, said she, ever since | have been old enough, | 
have been running from door to door among my neigh- 
bours to find out their faults ; to see that women were 
true to their husbands, ‘and husbands to their wives ; 
in fine, | have done a great deal. But, what have 
you done for yourself, old lady? Nothing at all, no- 
thing at all, sir, ] bave been so busy about other peo- 
ple’s affairs, 1 have not been able to attend to my own 
in the least. Well, said the judge, you must go ’tother 
way. Mr. M. then said, as the story of the old lady 
clearly proved that such people, ’tother side the Styx, 
were not entitled ta credit, he hoped they would re- 
ceive none here. 

Mr. Austin said, he should address the few remarks 
he had to make in the cause to the court. If the court 
should be of opinion that this was not a case within 
the statutes, then it must stop here, and any further 
enguiry would be useless ; and he contended that it 
was Clearly comprehended within the law. If, how- 
ever, the court should be of opinion that it was within 
the operation of the lay, then, on the part of the go- 
vernment, it was clear, these persons were guilty, un- 
less some evidence, which, on their part, had been ad- 
duced, went to their exculpation. This evidence was, 
it was said, a marriage prior to that with Smith. Now, 
she had married Smith, and it was not for her to say 
that it was a void act, and that she had committed a 
crime by so doing. She was not to avail herself of her 
own wrong. And further, she was to make. out her 
innocence in order to do away the effect of the testi- 
mony on the part of the government. She had proved 





her marriage with Anderson—but he should, at all 





events, contend, that this was not sufficient, and that 
she must go further, and shew that Anderson was liv- 
ing at the time of the second marriage ; otherwise the 
doubts in the case were against, and not for, the de- 
fendants. 

Quincy, Judge, charged the jury, that this case 
was within the statute, and that the burthen of proof 
was on the defendants, to show that Anderson was liy- 
ing at the time of the second marriage. Of the evi- 
dence in this ‘case the jury were the sole judge. 

The jury acquitted both the defendants.

: LIFUT. ABBOT’S TRIAL. [No. 3. 

We have, in a preceding paper, considered one 
point in Lieut. Abbot's defence, viz. that he had reas- 
onable grovnd for suspicion, that Capt. Hull was con- 
nected with Fosdick, or at least knowing to frauds.com- 
mitted by him, and conniving at them, while in the 
service of the government. And that if Lieut. Abbot 
had probable cause for believing as he did, it was justi- 
fiable and commendable in him to make known his sus- 
picions to the government. é 

We shall now advert to one other point in the de- 
fence ; to-wit, That the workmen, cattle, timber, 
plank, iron, &c. of the government were employed and 
used by Capt. Hull in building his own houses, and for 
his private berefit. | 

Certain memoranda were found among the papers of 
the Inte Major Gibbs, who was for some years Navy 
Store-keeper at the yard. Lieut. Abbot had seen 
these memoranda, which, united with other facts and 
appearances, led to a conviction in his mind, that 
Capt. Hull was making a traudalent or improper use 
of the’ public property. He stated this belief to the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

These memoranda were offere? in evidence by Lt. 
Abbot, and he was prepared to prove that they were 
in the hand writing of Major Gibbs. But the court 
would not permit them to be read. This document 
begins on the 9th of April, 1817, and ends on the 26th 
of October, 1818. Major Gibbs died, Nov. 7, 1818. 
“* It refers to publick property, improperly taken from 
the yard, and employed for other purposes than in the 
use of the government. All the houses therein allud- 
eG to, were the property of Capt. Hull.” We here 
give a few short extracts, as a specimen of the whole.

aberration from principle, or dereliction of du- 
ty, would be punished, and deservedly, not on- 
ly by the laws of the government of the Navy, 
but by the contempt of the corps to which he’ 
belongs. Some editors would persuade us that; 
they enjoy an exemption from all responsibili-, 
ty, and if this is their opinion, which ts most de- 
serving of your confidence, them or me ?

I am not charged with attempting to destroy 


that “if the press has its liberties, those ag- 
grieved by it have the means of redress secured 
to them.” “ By it.” By what? By the liber- 
ties of the press ? No. By the press itself—by 
its licentiousness, not its libertics. Could any 
but a forced construction and wilful perversion 
torture my language into any other meaning ? 
When, fellow-citizens, 1 shrink from the per- 
formance of any duty which my country may 
require of me—when I am found backward in 
the maintenance of any of her liberties, then, 
and not till then, let the charge be brought a- 
gainst me. It is the enjoyment of that liberty, 
which enables me now to defend myself against 
the abuse of the press. ‘Then why should I at- 
tempt to destroy it? The liberty of the press 
is one of the greatest blessings we enjoy, and 
by correcting the abuse of it, we shall entail, to 


may prove a reproach to ourselves, and a curse 
to them. 

That Lam right in the view I have taken 
and in the course | have pursued, is proved by 
the approbation of more editors tian have dis- 
approved, and by the tacit admission of a large 
majority of the papers in the United States, 
having on my side those of the most respecta- 
ble character. Some think my condact rash 
and * imprudent,” and in reply I can only ob- 
serve, that men have different notions upon 
these subjects. He who is too prudent to de- 
fend himself would be found so, I apprelend, 
when called by duty to defend others. I do 
not boast of being a disciple of Falstatl, nor 
have I adopted his apothegm ; and I cannot but 
smile when I am told of the dreadful punish- 
ment that awaits my presumption. 

I am accused of rudeness to editurs, and of a 
disregard to their feelings. Were the charge 
of rudeness correct, I could vindicate myself, 
by the example of their conduct towards one 





ing, so far as I can judge, conclusive arguments 
in favor of my position. 

No man or set of men, making a small por- | 
tion of the community, have a right to create 
themselves a censorship, to pull down and build 
up characters, as may suit their prejudices, 
their interests, or their partialities. 

Shall they, lurking behind their types, be 
exempted from that punishment, to which eve- 
ry other slanderer would be subjected without 
one thousandth part of the means of injuring 
you? A newspaper finds a conveyance to the 
remotest corner of the earth, and your reputa- 
tion is irretrievably blasted by it, while the 
slanders of the tongue are generally confined 
to a limited circle, andthe charucter assailed 
has the means of immediate redress. 

Putting aside the obvious injustice of the 
case, let us ask,if any magnanimous mind would, 
wielding such immense powers as those of the 
press, endeavor to ‘produce -a concert among 
others of his craft, to raise the hue and cry 
against an individual‘who disputed their auther- 
ity over him? 

And why should we not dispute their author- 
ity? 1 grant that 1 am the servant ot the peo- 
ple, but nene of the editors of newspapers, ex- 
cept so far as they contribute towards forming 
the body of the people. But they are, taking 
them collectively and in their distinct charac- 
ter.no less the servants of the people than my- 
self. ‘The laws are above the press ; they are 
‘made by the people, trom whom all earthly 
‘power emanaies, und of that people I am also 
one. ‘The press, then, is a servant, and aot a 
master, 2nd must be chastencd, to be useful and 
obedient to the public will. 

The “rights” assomed by thote who have 
assailed me, are presumptous in the extreme— 
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rights assumed by no legislative body, nor by 
our courts of justice. When did we ever bear |
